Because Saline county has 
extremes in topography, soil con- 
j servation is of importance to all 
farmers living in this particular 
; county but is extremely important 
I to the farmers living in the Ozark 


I region of the county. Saline coun- 
! ty, and the farmers living within 
I the county, both owe tneir posi­ 
tion to their soil and produce. 
The results of gullies, caused by 
the lack of soil conservation, are 
devastating. 
The greatest dam ­ 
age caused by gullies is the car­ 
rying away of fertile soil. 
Other 
bad features of gullies are: (I) 
they cannot be readily crossed by 
farm implements, (2) they grow 
rapidly, if unchecked, and often 
undermine and necessitate the re­ 
moval of farm building, (3) they 
are sometimes used as channels 
to carry sand from the top of a 
hill to deposit it on the rich bot­ 
tom land, making it unproductive, 
and (4) the lives of livestock that 
graze near gullies are endangered 
because of the undermined banks. 
Because gullies give a farm an 
unprofitable appearance, reducing 
its market value and that of ad­ 
joining farms, 
the residents af 
many communities have been ap­ 
palled by their destructive power. 
Because soil conservation affects 
people of ah occupations and the 
welfare of our nation, the Federal 
government has established a Soil 
Conservation Service to help farm ­ 
ers save their soil. 
Every step 
a farmer takes to hold and improve 
the soil on his farm contributes 
to the future welfare and happiness 
of all people. 
For these reasons, 
the act of preservation of the soil 
is of utmost importance.

I any farmer who lives in the hilly, 
J rocky sections of our county would 
have insufficient means to pro- 
j vide for happy, well-adjusted lives. 
I 
People of a lot of divergent oc- 
I oupaeons rely upon the farmer 
; who uses ingenuity in preserving 
his soil. 
Agricultural implement 
producers, the motor vehicle in­ 
dustry and trade workers, truck 
haulers, fertilizer and other chem­ 
ical compound plant employees, 
oil and gas plant employees, and 
local electricity producing co op 
workers are examples of such peo­ 
ple. 
There are many people in 
Saline county whose very exist­ 
ence, as far as money is concern­ 
ed, rely upon the farmer. Others 
whose occupations do not depend 
upon the farmer owe their very 
lives to the farmer; for if it were 
not for the produce of the farmer, 
these people might starve. 
We Americans cannot maintain 
a high standard of Hying, either 
on our farms or in our cities, with­ 
out secure farm homes, sufficient 
incomes for farm peoples, and an 
I incessant supply of farm products, 
j all derived from the sagacious con- 
I servation of our soil; thus, our en- 
; tire nation’s welfare depends upon 
j the farmer who uses prescribed 
! measures to preserve his soil. Our 
soil is the lifeblood of America; 
our independence and our oppor­ 
tunities stem from the soil. 
Our 
soil is the foundation of our hap­ 
piness, prosperity, and progress. 
The power, wealth, and vigor of 
our people are directly due to the 
marvelous productivity of our soil. 
The extensive use of soil conser­ 
vation affects the welfare of our 
nation as well as people of all oc­ 
cupations—no matter w'hat. 
There 
are several diversified 
ways, all of which are important, 
to control erosion. 
Contour strip 
farming—the planting of alternate 
strips of cultivated and close grow­ 
ing crops on the contours—holds 
fertile soils on the slopes. Terrac­ 
ing—an act of building a ridge of 
soil on the contour so as to hold 
the water — combats erosion on 
larger fields having long, gradual 
i slopes. 
Water disposal outlets— 
the building of protective channels 
which carry off excess water from 
terraces and contour crop rows— 
helps in the fight against erosion. 
The planting of trees and grass 
helps to hold the surface soil on 
steep slopes where erosion is most 
likely to occur. 
Stubble mulch 
farming — allowing plant residues 
and soil improving crops to He 
on the surface of the ground—con­ 
serves the soil. 
Fertilizers play 
an important role in erosion con­ 
trol by providing 
two effective 
means in soil conservation: (I) 
by promoting rapid and heavier 
growth of grass, cover crops, and 
other vegetation and (2) by in­ 
creasing crop yields on less erod­ 
ed land, there is less need for 
growing cultivated crops on land 
subject to severe erosion. 
Soil conservation is of specific 
importance to Saline county. The 
climate of Saline county is char­ 
acterized by a wide range between 
the extremes of winter and sum­ 
mer and by an abundant, well- 
distributed rainfall. Agriculture is 
first in importance in Saline coun­ 
ty because it employs more peo­ 
ple; the total value of its products 
is large, and practically the en­ 
tire area of the county is utilized 
in its pursuit. 
Some farms have 
been abandoned and more are 
being abandoned 
each year be­ 
cause the land has passed the 
point of marginal utility—that is, 
the point at which, under present 
conditions of agriculture, they can 
be profitably operated. Many pass 
the point of marginal utility be­ 
cause of erosion, caused by the 
abundant rainfall; in fact, some­ 
times Saline county has rains that 
everyone refers to as “gully wash­ 
ers/* Most of the farms that are 
being abandoned annually in Sa­ 
line county are located in the bell 
of high, rough land, commonly re­ 
ferred 
to as 
“a spur 
of the 
Ozarks,” w'hich enters this county 
in tilt <outhwestero corner, stretch-
